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State  in  crisis

In  order  to  figure  out  how 
to  stimulate  Michigan's  struggling 
economy,  the  state  government  shut 
down  in  late  September  of  2007. 

The  shutdown  was  called  to 
allow  the  Senate  to  come  up  with  a 
new  plan  before  the  financial  year 
began  on  October  1 .  The  main  focus 
wasontaxes,  makingtwotax  increases 
and  tax  expansions.  The  primary  tax 
increase  was  the  income  tax,  which 
was  increased  from  3.9  percent  to 
4.35  percent.  Also,  the  sales  tax  was 
expanded  to  cover  various  services 
from  tanning  to  landscaping.  These 
changes     prevented     massive     cuts 


to  education,  health,  and  public 
safety.  The  Senate  also  voted  to  give 
themselves  an  additional  month  to 
work  on  a  plan. 

While  the  Senate  worked  on  a 
plan  to  remedy  the  $1 .75  billion  state 
deficit,  35,000  of  the  53,00  state 
employees  were  temporarily  laid  off 
for  the  duration  of  the  shutdown.  This 
meant  that  government-run  facilities, 
such  as  state  parks  and  unemployment 
offices,  were  shut  down. 

The  Senate  meeting  wrapped  up 
at  about  four  in  the  morning,  and  the 
government  resumed  full  function  on 
October  first.

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Movie  Magic 

The  Charlevoix  community  will  be 
part  of  a  movie  when  Grooters  Productions 
films  Frontier  Boys. 

The  movie  is  the  first  of  three  films 
based  on  a  series  of  novels  to  be  made. 
Frontier  Boys  is  a  "sports  mystery"  that 
centers  around  basketball  while  also  telling 
the  story  of  four  boys  who  have  to  adjust  as 
society  changes  around  them. 

"We  wanted  to  represent  Northern 
Michigan's  values  like  the  importance  of 
faith  and  family,"  assistant  film  director 
Bruce  Snoap  said. 

Charlevoix  was  chosen  as  the  set 
of  the  film  by  director  and  producer  John 
Grooters,  who  moved  to  Charlevoix  as  a 
teenager.  Because  the  town  made  a  strong 
impression  on  him,  he  decided  to  use 
several  well-known  places  around  town, 
such  as  Lake  Michigan  and  the  middle 
school  gymnasium. 

The  filming  of  the  movie  was  scheduled 
for  the  winter  of  2008.

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Death  shocks  U.S.

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ven  with  the  role  in  the  controversial  movie  Brokeback 
Mountain,  actor  Heath  Ledger  never  got  the  same  amount 
of  attention  from  the  press  as  on  the  day  that  he  was  found 


dead. 


The  actor  died  on  the  afternoon  of  Jan.  22,  2008,  of  an 
accidental  prescription  drug  overdose  in  his  apartment  in  Manhattan 
at  the  age  of  28.  He  was  found  by  his  masseuse  who  arrived  for  his 
regular  appointment.  Emergency  crews  arrived  shortly  after,  but  were 
unable  to  revive  him. 

After  two  weeks  of  press  speculation  about  the  causes  of 
death,  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner  of  New  York  released 
its  conclusions  of  the  autopsy.  The  report  said,  "We  have  concluded 
that  the  manner  of  the  death  is  accidental,  resulting  from  the  abuse  of 
prescription  medications." 

Ledger  was  a  very  talented  actor  who  was  admired  by  many 
people.  He  worked  on  his  career  up  until  his  death.  Shortly  before  his 
death,  he  finished  playing  the  joker  in  the  upcoming  movie  The  Dark 
Night,  which  is  a  sequel  to  Batman  Begins. 

Director,  Christopher  Nolan  praised  Ledger's  performance  as 
"iconic."  The  movie  was  in  post-production  at  the  time  of  his  death.

Marching  through  the  streets  of  Hollywood, 
numerous  Writer's  Guild  associates  protest 
against  unfavorable  pay.  A  writer  of  a  major 
film  studio  could  expect  a  paycheck  of  at  least 
one  million  dollars,  and  screenwriters  earned 
in  the  four  million  dollar  range  per  movie.  The 
average  writer  in  Hollywood  received  about 
200,000  dollars  a  year. 

The  biggest  strike  in  the  nation 
arrived  on  November  5,  2007,  when 
the  Writers  Guild  of  America  decided 
that  their  pay  wasn't  sufficing. 

The  strike  included  1 2,000  movie 
and  television  writers.  It  centered 
on  the  writer's  demands  for  a  large 
increase  in  pay  for  their  movie  and 
television  shows  released  on  DVD.  In 
addition,  they  wanted  a  bigger  share  of 
the  revenue  of  the  movies  and  shows 
that  were  delivered  over  the  internet. 

The  first  shows  that  were 
affected  were  entertainment  talk 
shows  like  "The  Daily  Show  With 
Jon  Stewart,"  "The  Colbert  Report," 
"Late  Night  With  Conan  O'Brien,"  and 
"The  Tonight  Show  With  Jay  Leno." 
These  shows  relied  on  current  events 
to  provide  material  for  monologues.

They  don't  accept  people  who  are  pregnant,  people  with  stitches  or  open  wounds,  or 
people  who  have  had  dental  work  in  the  last  72  hours.  Along  with  many  other  reasons,  students 
and  teachers  were  found  ineligible  to  donate  blood  to  the  annual  student  council  blood  drive. 

Despite  this,  a  total  of  58  students  donated  blood,  39  who  were  first  time  donors. 

"The  Red  Cross  was  very  happy  for  new  donors  to  come  in  and  give  blood.  It  makes  a 
huge  impact  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for  many  years  to  come,"  student  council  coordinator 
Mrs.  Gail  Cherry  said. 

For  preparation,  the  student  council  students  signed  in  the  donors  and  gave  each  student 
or  teacher  a  pamphlet  stating  what  was  eligible  and  ineligible.  All  of  the  nurses  then  took  the 
donors  blood  pressure  and  warned  them  when  they  were  going  to  pierce  their  arm  for  blood. 

"Well,  they  prick  your  finger  to  make  sure  you  can  give  blood,  then  they  hook  you  up 
with  needles  and  you  squeeze  this  little  ball,  and  your  blood  pumps  into  a  pint  sized  bag,"  ju- 
nior Tanner  Fisher  said.

m  Everyone  had  heard,  and  everyone  was  shocked.  Kacy 
Hoaglund  had  just  been  in  a  car  accident,  and  it  didn't 
look  good.  Once  Kacy  woke  up,  she  found  herself  in  the 
hospital,  where  she  would  stay  for  the  next  two  weeks.  After 
she  was  released  from  the  hospital,  she  was  sent  home  and 
was  on  bed  rest  for  two  and  a  half  months  because  of  a 
broken  femur,  tibia,  and  pelvis. 

This  is  how  Kacy's  sophomore  summer  began.  Once 
she  got  out  of  the  hospital,  Kacy  had  to  go  through  ten 
months  of  physical  therapy.  After  experiencing  all  of  this, 
she  realized  that  physical  therapy  wasn't  just  something  that 
she  had  to  endure,  but  something  she  wanted  to  study  in 
college;  she  wanted  to  pursue  a  career  in  physical  therapy. 

Since  then,  she  has  applied  to  Grand  Valley  State 
University,  been  accepted,  and  plans  on  attending  in  the 
fall.  Kacy  is  very  determined  to  pursue  this  career  and  has 
done  plenty  of  research  on  it.  "Everyone  keeps  telling  me 
that  it  isn't  a  unique  career  choice  and  that  everybody  is 
going  into  physical  therapy.  But  I  experienced  it,  and  that  is 
really  what  I  want  to  do,"  she  said. 

Kacy  also  said  that  after  four  years  of  basic  college  she 
has  to  get  accepted  into  a  physical  therapy  program,  which 
is  very  hard.  "Once  you  complete  the  last  three  years  in 
the  program,  though,  you're  pretty  much  guaranteed  a  job 
anywhere,"  Kacy  said. 

Even  though  that  summer  was  a  horrible  experience 
for  her,  Kacy  learned  from  it  and  also  has  a  plan  for  her 
future  now.  "I  had  no  idea  what  I  wanted  to  do  before  the 
accident;  I  didn't  even  think  about  physical  therapy."

Four  years  from  now,  this  year's  freshmen,  who  will  be  the 
seniors  in  the  2010-2011  school  year,  will  have  completed  a  much 
more  rigorous  curriculum  in  order  to  be  able  to  graduate  than  any 
of  the  previous  graduating  classes.  The  State  Board  of  Education 
introduced  new  requirements  for  the  class  of  201 1  and  beyond.  The 
students  are  now  required  to  complete  at  least  three  and  one  half 
math  credits,  four  English  credits,  three  science  credits,  and  three 
social  studies  credits. 

As  for  the  classes  graduating  before  the  class  of  2011,  the 
graduation  requirements  aren't  as  tough.  They  are  required  to  take 
three  years  of  English,  math  and  social  studies,  and  at  least  two  years  of  science.  There  are  other  requirements  as  well, 
but  they  have  not  been  modified  by  the  state.  These  credits  include  two  years  of  a  world  language  and  at  least  one 
year  of  gym  and  health.  Many  of  the  freshmen  think  this  is  unfair  to  have  to  complete  such  hard  classes  in  order  to 
graduate,  but  in  the  end  it  will  make  them  appreciate  their  hard  work  and  dedication.

hange  was  very  prominent  in  Charlevoix  during  the  2007-2008  school  year.  With  changes  like  the  renamin 
of  Dairy  Queen  to  Dairy  Grille,  the  new  spot  for  the  Northwestern  Bank,  the  new  sign  next  to  the  pier  the 
prohibited  swimming,  the  building  of  Walgreen's,  and  the  long  term  project  in  the  downtown  park,  th 
summer  "fudgies"  probably  won't  recognize  Charlevoix  any  more. 

When  Diary  Queen  changed  its  name  to  Dairy  Grille  because  of  a  controversial  meat  debate,  many  locals  wer 
happy  to  see  that  they  would  still  get  their  fresh  meat  instead  of  frozen  meat.  Even  though  the  ice  cream  changed  type; 
it  was  just  as  delectable  and  delicious. 

Northwestern  Bank  moved  across  the  street  from  its  old  location.  At  its  new  spot,  customers  were  able  to  get  aroun 
easier,  and  it  was  more  convenient  for  everyone  overall. 

The  city  put  up  a  sign  over  the  summer  that  prohibited  swimmers  from  jumping  off  the  pier  and  wading  in  Pin 

Bver.  Many  swimmers  still  chose  to  ignore  the  warning  and  jumped  at  the  risk  of  a  fine  from  the  city. 
The  announcement  of  the  arrival  of  Walgreen's  in  late  April  caused  many  different  reactions  from  the  citizens  c 
Charlevoix.  For  many,  the  addition  to  the  town  is  welcomed,  but  for  others,  it  was  an  enemy  of  Rite  Aid,  and  they  didn 
embrace  it. 

The  long  construction  job  to  renovate  the  downtown  park  that  went  into  development  in  2007  had  a  delayed  finis 
date  until  July  of  2008.  The  new  band  shell  as  well  as  the  new  docks  will  hopefully  attract  more  visitors  to  the  Charlevoi 
area. 
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With  the  construction  still 
in  progress,  the  town  is  very 
anxious  to  see  how  East 
Park  will  turn  out  with  the 
interactive  fountains  and  the 
new  band  shell.
